A HERO OF CHARM. 
A Man Worth Copying. 


Ir is not our intention to be bound down 
in this page by any traditions in our own 
past. 

Therefore, we shall this week review a 
book—“ The Letters of Robert Louis 
Stevenson ”—or rather, not review it, but 
just draw attention to a few things in it 
which we think will interest you. 

When a man has done so much to delight 
nearly the whole world in poem, essay, 
story, and novel as R. L. Stevenson it is 
always a temptation to ask : 

“How in the world, my dear fellow, did 
you manage to do it P 

“ What was your secret ? 

“They tell us you were a pale, wasted, 
wheezing strip of a man, one who. had 
exhausted all the anti-asthmatic possibili- 
ties of Italy, America, and the South Sea 
Islands. And yet in everything you wrote 
we don't get even a lingering whiff of your 
cough mixture or your stale mustard- 
plaster. Never a page but is as ozone-y, 
as full-lunged, as resonant as though you 
were a hound in fall cry after a for. 

“« What was your fayourite tipple ?’ as 
President Lincoln eagerly demanded of 
certain of his successful generals.” 

Well, after a man dies his letters are 
published. They often prove a sort of 
inverted post-mortem to show not. what 
killed him, but what made him live. 
This is so with Stevenson's hit-or-miss 
letters. 

This man who wrote in his shirt sleeves 
in a go-as-you-please slangy style to his 
cronies, let the real biographical cat out of 


this life. e 

The man would not allow he was ill. He 
was a hero of suffering; a hero of charm. 
He wrote on one of those days when he lay 
absolutely struggling for breath : 

“To me the medicine bottles on my

Cutting out tongues was a favourite 
penalty in several Continental countries 
for various offences. In England more 
people used to be hanged for small thefte 
one or two centuries ago than are now 
hanged for murder. 

Crime, of course, has diminished since 
those days. : 

It is well to punish the guilty with 
unflinching severity, but we have no occa- 
sion for inhumanity. The wife-beater,
